HATO to tte political advisability of moulding Geraaay within tte 
ananawMts telng worked out to give an atomic capability to otter 
HATO forces. It la my lmpra»alon that there tea tean extensive 
eonaidaration of thia matter from tte political a* well as from 
tte military point of view. It has tean generally accaptad that 
somber* of tte Alliance tew «o.ual right* and obligation*, and that 
discrimination against one country in a tealc matter of defence 
could nell serloualy TOaten tte principle of collective security 
la »A3». To reYle7only tte recent past, last May, at tte W***^ 
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aeetlng In Boon, the Worth Atlantic Council noted that the USSR had 
launched ft campaign designed to induce public opinion In various member 
countries to oppose the moOarnlaatloa of defense forces. The Counca I 
Ntrwd that on* of the object* of thie campaign w« to ensure for 
Goviet forts** a, monopolar of nuclear we ap o ns on the European Continent, 
and that no power can claim too right to deny to the Alliance the 
possession of the modem ems needed for its delenee. The recent 
statements of Hr. Mlkoyan, during hie visit to ton federal Republic, 
soon to leave no doubt that It remains on« of tbo prime elms «r soviet 
policy, in its efforts to divide end weaken the Alliance, to attempt 
to prevent Germany from playing lte full pert In HAto's defensive plena. 

m vlev of Ctomenv's importance in 8AS0 defensive strategy, it vu 
evident thet a policy of modernising KAJO defense force* could not, in 
practice or logic, exclude Gexmeny. The Heads of Government nectlng 
last fiacember recmphaalsed the view* exgreeeed by the Council in Kay 
and initiated several specific steps In the Modernisation process, 
thus, I think it fair to say that KASO'a military planning, In KC-70 
and other accusant*, regarding the modernisation of all SATO forces 
Including those of Germany, has been carried out pursuant to a clear 
political directive. 

It is against this political background that Chancellor Adenauer 
obtained last month a majority vote In larllement for the proposition 
that the amed forces of the Federal Republic must be so equipped with 
the most modem weapons that they are In a position to meet the obliga- 
tions vhlch the Federal Republic has taken upon itself in the framework 
of USX). She bundestag again stressed Germany' e interest in achieving 
general controlled dleamamsnt. 

Z should like now to turn to the specific suggestion you discuss 
In your latter, the possibility that the West might offer to delay 
Germany** participation in the proeeae of ensuring that the most 
modern weapons era available to KA3» forces, In return for Soviet 
concessions, on the understanding that Germany would so participate 
if progress were not made in a year or 00 on the solution of out- 
standing problems* 

She foremost practical consideration Z see la that the Chancellor 
has already engaged the prestige of hie Goverament on the question of 
modem weapons. Zt oeems evident that the German Government has now 
concluded that German forces must have a nuclear capability and that
